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|^»?ier is a pleafant Gity as atayinthe world, in a moft wholefome Air, 
' pure and free from all Infeaipn, fcituate in a moft nchand fruitful Spil, .. 
able to yield all things needful to the life of man. There JS no plea- 
fure or delighr, but this Country,, if open, would afford to the Inhabi- 
tants, without the affiftance ,of Fpi;ein Nations. .^The Air is temperate, 
and coora with the annual Brifes <n the, Summer, called E*cj?/«« Winds 5 and often 
pur^'d from the Diftempers, which otherwife might raign there, by the Eafterly and 
Wefterlv winds. By this means it happens that it is neither very hot m the Summer, 
nor exceffive cold in the Winter, but temperate,and agreeable Whh the difpofition of 
our humane bodies. The M^^y/ thereabouts live commonly to a great age: 1 have 
feen many amongft them about Eighty and Ninety years of age, very ufty. And 
fince Tamkr belong d to Englmd, none can fay that ever the Plague hath been in that 
Citie, or that there hath been any Infeftipn to carry away the Inhabitants, proceeding 
from the Air or Couritrie. I confefs many have died in this place, but moft through 
their own Follies, Debaucheries, and Luft j which have deftroyed here many of his 
Maiefties good Subje^s. If we could b?g fuch a Wind front Almighty God, as £0 
drive from thence thefe Infeftions, our mlip bodies would be very healthy, and 
TdwwVr would not be fo odious to the Nation. . . ,. j x- v n c 

It was built by the pU-mcia^s, li Vroco\>im may be believed: for he tells us of a 

Pillar near r/«J», where thefe words were engraven in the Phoeniciaa Language: Nof 

fmimm a facie Jof»s fiUi Nm. They were then the greateft Traders of the world 5 

{hejchof/ this plica for that purpofe, to enrich themfelves by that Art Of all the 

Cities of the world, I know none better fcituate for Command and Trade than this; 

It lies at the mouth and paflage of all the te^^«/-Trade 5 no Ship c^n go m or out 

of the Streigfjts, but Tangier muft fee it in the day ; and in the night four or five Men 

of War cruifingtoandfro, fome in, others out of the Mediterra^Jean,m^yxa\iQ all the 

Ships that fail that way: none can efcape, without a ftrong Convoy, which would 

be too charpeable for the Dutch, French, and other Northern Mercnants. Ij fS^er 

were fcituate where r^«5/> is now, all its Enemies muft forbear Trading: and if r««. 

.icr were in the hands of the Maors, or of the Fref>ch ot fome other Prince ftrong at 

Sea our Nation were undone, and our Merchants muft bid tarewel to the Stmghts m 

time of War. It is an eafie matter for the Prince of Tangier therefore to command 

our Northern world, and to give Laws to Ewope and Africa. The fcituation ot 

K.«.e, o£ Carthage, oi Co^ftantwoph, of London, Tarn, and other Imperial Cities, is 

nothing near (o advantageous for that purpofe as tanpcr , if all things be eonfi- 

*^"The Countrie and Soil is fruitful in Cora, Honey,Cattle,Beef, Sheep Goats, Camels, 
Horfcs and Buftle?. The Woods are full of Bees, and wild Beafts that have excel- 
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lent ^uris. the Earth wduld bear good Wines of all forts : for there are the fwee- 
left drapes of the world. Here are all tnanner of Eaftern Fruits, Pomgranats Oran- 
Les MelotL Lemons, Figs, &c. So that if pur EngUP did hufband the ground about 
SX here is nothing that we fetch frotit Spain, Italy, Orcece, or Fraucj, but we 
St have it thete.

So that if all things ht confidered, it feems no little wonder that rafigter hath not 
flourifti'd finceitis in the hands of fuch a powerful Nation as thtEngliJIi. But our 
unhappine^ there, is not to be afcribed tt, th. place, the Air, or Country but to f^^ 
veral other things which I ftiall here fet down, not onely for the publick fatisfadion, 
but tft^t wemay under(tand thet^ue caufesof the Peoples ^yerfion for tangur, and be 
better 8b!«? to remove fheril for. f he future, ^ j u * ; *u« 

. Firft; I (hall begin with Religion. It was never thpre truly encoHrag^d, but m the 
fhorf Governmen?s of the Earf of tweot and Colonel mmood. We can never ex- 
peft a City wUl flourifh, when all manner of Debaucheries, Profanenefs, Irrehgion, and 
Idktry, ftiall have the liberty to appear without a checks when the Covegiours 
hfrlfeives have been the Examples to Encourage the contempt of Vertue and piety^ 
whe^' either openly or privately they have made it their bufinefs '^^^';^l'}'^ll''lf- 
ftantln ereft,and to call thofe perfons in qUeftion for the.r Lives, who have been the 
grea^eftfupportersofit. LptpWanementhinkv^hatthey will, there was neve^^^ 
aCitfe or a Nation that ever profper'd fincethe beginning of the world, that fligh- 
ted the aeligion of the Conntrie. The Romans Profperme js afcnbed by St. Anfim 
to their fincere profeffipp of their Idolatries In r.^^.^r too njanj hav, caft 
ofFajlrefpeas due to the God that hath made them, and minde nothing but D^ 
bauchery and Lewdnefs: others have hearkened to the foliicitations of fome Popifti 
Ws, and make prbfeffion of that Religion, that they might by the means of their 
Abfolu ions , enjoy their Vices and filthinefs without remorfe of Confcienee. Foi 
fhe benefit of Tri/e, apd the eucouragement of Strangers all forts of Religions fhould 
bfe allowed s but it IS againft all pplicie, that the Englifti Subjeds and Officers that 
receive from th^ King their Livelihood, ftiould be fuffered to change their Rehgions as 
oj^enas their Garments, and wantonly to profeft which they pleafe. Not onely from 
hence, but from feveral other paffages, Religion hath received great difcouragements 
to the open fcandal of the Protcftant Profeffion, and the d.ftionour of the Church of 
fi/;?/rf»d!in the eyes of the Nations round about. ^ ^, o ,,, 

the fecond caufe of T^^^/er's unhappinefs is, that moft of the perfons that have 
been fent thither, have never intended to inhabit there but have been needy, and 
greeciy,and have onely defign'd to live there a while to fill their Purfes, and then to 
returri for England with their Gains. By this means the foberer Inhabiters of r^«- 
je/er, from whofe induftry and good behaviour onely we can reafonably expeftPro- 
fperlty, impoverifti the Citie,and difcourage the reft. And many other inconvenien- 
cies proceed from hence, to his Ma jefties prejudice and of the place To remedy this 
inconveniencie, fuch Laws ftiould be enafted as might encourage fober men to live 
there, and difcourage their departure upon fuch unhandfom terms as they commonly 
leave the Garifon. j c u- 

The third caufe is, the difference and variance between Traders and Souldiers, en- 
couraged too much by the Rulers covetoufnefs, and the Citizens poverty and wants j 
and the unreafonablenefs of both, unwilling to comply with one another; For this 
difcouraseth all wealthy perfons from inhabiting there,becaure they are not countenan- 
ced, nor have thofe Liberties which it hath pleafed his Majefty to grant them. Some 
in a late Governours time, for frivolous accounts, have been called m queftion for 
their Lives, condemned contrary to all Law and Reafon, togratifie his dirplearure,and 
Others of the femaleSex. Thefe, and fuchlike proceedings, rume rrf«^7(;^ and hmder 
it ffom that Profperity and Wealth which it might eafily attain to. 
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.pQUrthiy, 7'angier's ill fate, fince it is in the EngU/lj hands, is due to the ill Reports 
fpread abroad of the place by the vulgai: (brt, encouraged by the many perlbns dead 
there through their own milcarriages, and the ill uftges of Popifli OHicers, who to my 
knowledge have valued more ten or twenty fliillings at Pay-day, than the lives of their 
Souldiersj and have not treated them like men, much lefs like Chriftians. I have fa- 
yed the lives of a great many of my Neighbours, when they have wanted neceflaries; 
for v/hicfi good deed I have been reproved by fome Ir//; Officers, whoexpeded their 
Pay between their death and the following mufter. The mcaneft Souldier muft be 
encouraged, and not fuffered to want yvhen fallen into a ficknefs, though moft times 
through I^is own intemperance. I dafe affirm,and will offer to prove, that the unmer- 
cifulriefi pf the Officers, and the negleft of Phyfjiciaris and Apotaecaries, who though 
paid for that purpofe by his Majefty, have killed the three parts of thofe that are dead 
laTan^ier: I have ioigetimes buried three or four in a day, dead for want of that 
which his Majefty hath provided for them in cafe of ficknefs. 

Fifthly, Another caufe of Tungiers unhappinefs, isjthe ftrange Vidories of the Aloors, 
and the fad Maffacre of the Englijfj, whep they have gone out againft them in the 
open f^eld 3 with the vaf): opinion of valour they have gained amongft us, through 
our unskilfulriefs, orrathep unadvifednefs, and their fucceffes. The Defeat of Fines s 
Party on the firft third of Af^y' , etid Qf my Lord 7Vz/e<?^ and his Company on the 
(ecQud, have ftruck agreatterrour,ii)!tp pur Englijh hearts, andcaufed us to lookup- 
on a Moor as an 'excellent Souldier : bi;ttruejy we are miftaken: I know their va- 
lour, and the ftrengih of their Country , n^ore than any that hath yet been in r^«- 
^teri, for when I haye bpen amongQ: the M</f?r-f , I have inquired many things con- 
cerning their Order, Militia, Numfcrs, e^f . which I perceive we are ignorant of. 

Thegreateft ftrerigtji of the Moors^ Army, is in their Horfe and Launce Foot ; they 
have, Armed partly with Quns, and partly with Launces , but they have no great 
Guns,: neither do they know hpvy ^o manage them, nor carry them into the 5,eld. 
They light in difbrder, without Ranks or Files , the Horfe by themfelves , and the 
Foot by themfelves. I9 fct Battels, which have feldome beert feen in this Country, 
the Horfe make up the Van and the Rear, and the Foot the main Body 5 f^).that ma- 
ny times the Foot have nothing for themtd do, but to deftroy the Defeated Enemy, 
when the Horfe hath routed and terrified them. But they are for Ambufties and 
Surprifes ^ becaufe their Countrey is very proper for that purpofe. Miily/^ Arxid 
overcame Gayland in this manner 5 as he had before ruined Tiemhoul{a. In thiSiCoun- 
try they have but little or no ftanding Army 5 all is made up of their feveral Divifions, 
or Companies of -<4r4^/ feattered about, who know their diflinft Monkadems or Cqlo-" 
nels under whom rliey arie' to fight, and to whom they are to repair in all Alarms. 
But they cannot fublift long in one place, becaufe they have no Purvey ours , nor 
Other Provifions bijt what every Man brings with them , unlefs it bs fc)me fraall 
quantity which the place where they lie may afford them in cafe of neceftity. They 
fight in the fame manner £is the /e<?«/<^;? Authors have reprelented the Axinent Mtitri ; 
iieither are they better fl<iird in martialling an Army,or fighting.Lel any man that knows 
the Art of of War compare them with us, and judge whether we may not be able to 
encounter them. If they have ha^ fucceffes againft us, it is through our weak" 
nefs.^nd unpreparednels. We have marched againft them onely with Muferts and 
Swords, and thiey have come againft us with Horfe and Launce ; before our Men 
had time to difeharge their Mufliets ^ the Horfe and the Launce had difordered our 
Men, broken their Ranks, and cut tl)em all to pieces on a fudden. Had we a wall 
of Pikes to oppofe againft them, lined with Mull^ets, all theHorf?:? ofi!?^r/'<«;7Conld 
do us no mifchief, and we might ^My march through the Country. An example 
we have lately had of a worthy Corainander, Siv Paln/ex Farrhnrne^ who made his 
Retreat with his Party without any cQiifiderable lofs , onely with the afTiftance q£ 
a ftand of Pikes , which kept off xht Moors Horfe, whilft his Foot fired upon them. 

Their 
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Their Foot fignifie nothing, their tlorfe have no Guns, or very (tif, onely Ptftols, . 
For their InfliQtry, they are untllilfiilin the managing of a Gun , neither h£»ye tj^ey- 
the cournge to ftand a Qiot. ThePortugtefef (eldome encqunter'd witli the Ma^rsy 
but they had the Viftory ; therefore we muft afcribe all our loiies to the UtiadvK 
feduefs of our Commanders, and the diforder of our Men , and their want.of <^ofe 
defenfive Weapons which were able to keep off the fury of the Moorx HotCe. I 
dareingage with five or fixthoufand Englifti, ag.iinft above twenty thqufancl Morsr 
if the Eufflifti may have thofe Artns and Provifions that, become t^iem. Such, j^thp 
weaknefs^of this Country, that they can fcarce bring together, under pneGpin^ 
mander twenty thoufandmeni for they are all divided under feyei^atheads of', fa- 
milies fince the death of the laft Emperor of Mtfiw^tf, and will not confentto fet 
up a Monarch again. He therefore that hath the longcft Sword gets the.Vidtory , 
and the chief command. In this cafe, it is an eafie matter for as tp make art inte- 
reft for pur felves, by encouraging fome party ," and imitating the K<7»/<«»j PPl^y » 
who never ventured againfl: a Nation or People,, but with the affiftance of fpipeof 
their own Souldiers. But it isour unhappinefs, that we know not what is donq 
amotipft the Moors j we live in Ta^ie^ withiii ,the Walls aiid Lines , and unlefi wq 
fend a Flag of Truce for forae pittifulbufm^rs!, we fcarce fee the face of a Moor in 
a years time, but at adiftance, unlefs forae of them come to bring Pirovifions to us. 
But we have never fent any to' undAnd their' Country , to fearch into thdr 
ftrengthand dependancies, to exarain'e their 'Infel^fl:, their inclinations , and thpfe 
oth^r things which we might improve to the advantage of taagicr. If any be fent 
for that purpofe, he muft not be a Noble-man i for they care not to fee any grcatci- 
ftate amongft them, than they obferve. -Their^greateft Priftcbs live as King EvaHcter 
in Virgil. As they have a great refped; for Glergy-men, I think fuch a one, if in- 
genious, and acquainted with the Language of the Countrey, might do much good, 
either to perfwade them to a Trade and Peace ,witl> us, ot to underftand thole par- 
ticulars which might caufe us to fecUre theluterfeft of rangier: that may be 4one 
either by Peace or War. But let us be well affured of this, that whilft we keep one- 
ly the Walls o^Taagier , we (hall onely fpend Money; it Will never bring any pro- 
fit to our King , unlefs the Countrey be opened for us 5 which may be eafily done, 
with little or no expence : and now, inftead of feveral thoufand pounds which His 
Maicfty fpends in the maintaining of Tangier, it (hall not onely maintain it felf, but 
yield a confiderable Revenue to the Grown of Efjgland. For the future it may be 
rendered a dreadful City to the Moors, Spaniards, Turks, and French , and keep m 
the iiicurfions of thofe of Argier. If Tangier were in that condition , Men WPuld 
defiTc to go over and inhabit there, for the conveniency of Trade ; fome neighbour 
Faftories would fettle there , and we (hould vent all the Commodities of Wool 
which lye upon our hands, amongft the Africans ; for now the Dutch and French 
furnifti them. We ftiould fecure our Merchants from the Pyrates oi' Argier, for then 
they would not dare to break with us upon every flight occafion. When the Faa- 
dals Conquered Africa, it was ftronger than it is now , and they had not the advan- 
tage of Guns as we have, yet they found but little difficulty to fubdue the Inhabitants, 
■who were then affifted by the Ko«i4« J and G)'e«<««/. 

I could offer many things for the good of Tangier, from my knowledge of the 
Country fince the beginning of the world ; but I know not how acceptable thefe 
things will be. I am certain, if a right courfc were taken , the Mole, which hath 
been long building, might be fpeedily finifti'd i, Tangier might be made the moft 
profperous and hopeful City that belongs to E«g/<«W i and it Ihould repay to Hss 
Maiefty all that hath been expended in the keeping of it fince it was ours. If I 
be required, I (hall be willing, not onely to give a further Account, but alfo to be 
inftrumental in the promoting of the good of Tangier,
